Two Conflicting Seta of Rule*) for 


the Exposition. 


THE laTlOKAL AND LOCAL BOARDS 


Again st Loggerheads—Both Claiming 


the Right lo Govern and Both De- 


termined to Insist Upon 


Their Prerogative. 


CHICAGO, Oct Sfl.—As a result of the 


quarrels between the national and 
local officers of the World's fair two 
sets of rules have been issued for the 
government of the exposition. 
The 


set prepared by the local directors is 
incomplete and does not furnish ex- 
hibitors any information that they did 
not have more than a year ago. 
Buch 
important 
matters 
as 
the 


cost of power of all 
kinds, the 


cost of electric lights, and a thousand 
and one other tilings that all exhibitors 
want to know before sending their dis- 
plays are not mentioned in the regula- 
tions issued by the board. On the con 
trory, those prepared by the national 
commission cover the field thoroughly, 
and exhibitors can learn from them 
just what the expense of making an 
hibit will be. These are what are 
known aa the St Clair rules, and were 
prepared by the commissioner from 
West Virginia 


Judge Lindsey of the national com- 


mittee said yesterday that the rules 
adopted by that body would stand in 
spite of anything the local directory 
oonlddo. "If the directors attempt to 
evade these rules," he said, "exhibitors 
can go into the courts and compel them 
to obey the modified regulations." 


President Higgmbotham said the lo 


cal board would not recognize the right 
of the national committee to make rules 
on new subjects. 


"They have no authority to do other 


than modity the rules we sent to 
them," he said "It is not possible at 
this time to make regulations for the 
conduct of the exposition. When the 
time comes wo may approve the regu- 
lations adopted by the national board. 
If they suit us, we will approve them; 
if not we will reject them." 


Tha greater part of yesterday's ses- 


sion of national commissioners was de- 
voted to rules for the governing of the 
exposition 
The rules as adopted pro- 


vide that the exposition shall be open 
from May 1 to October 30, 1893, every 
day except Sunday between the hours 
of 9 a. m and 7 p. m except on special 
occasions.

He said tbat with 
the substantial growth in the way of new 
residencea and in oty improvements, 
Deoatnr has not kept pace with its spread 
in the way ol industrial enterprises, not 
as fully as other cities of lesser dignity 
and importance. He felt tbat this tact 
is apparent to all residents.

Deoatnr has never been

same position. 
We must have mote 
factories. Two-hundred new houses are 
now in course ot erection in Decatnr, 
which meane that there are more people 
ooming to us. Four hundred other new 
Donees are finished. The people must 
have employment. It is the duty ot those 
Interested in the continued growth of 
Deoatnr to supply more work shops. We 
are now offered tbe Commercial rolling 
plant, located at Burlington, Iowa, worth 
$160,000, a mill which makes iron which 
is in constant demand. This property is 
owned by Richard Brown, of Burlington, 
Iowa, who is 80 years of age, and desires 
to retire from business.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Two Conflicting Seta of Rule* for 


the Exposition. 


THE laTlOKAL AND LOCAL BOARDS 


Again st Loggerheads—Both Claiming 


the Right lo Govern and Both De- 


termined to Insist Upon 


Their Prerogative. 


CHICAGO, Oct Sfl.—As a result of the 


quarrels between the national and 
local officers of the World's fair two 
sets of rules have been issued for the 
government of the exposition. 
The 


set prepared by the local directors is 
incomplete and does not furnish ex- 
hibitors any information that they did 
not have more than a year ago. 
Buch 
important 
matters 
as the 


cost of power of all 
Muds, the 


cost of electric lights, and a thousand 
and one other things that all exhibitors 
want to know before sending their dis- 
plays are not mentioned in the regula- 
tions issued by the board. On the con 
trory, those prepared by the national 
commission cover the field thoroughly, 
and exhibitors can learn from them 
just what the expense of making an e* 
hibit will be. These are what are 
known as the St Clair rules, and were 
prepared by the commissioner from 
West Virginia 


Judge Lindsey of the national com- 


mittee said yesterday that the rules 
adopted by that body would stand in 
spite of anything the local directory 
could do. "If the directors attempt to 
evade these rules," he said, "exhibitors 
can go into the courts and compel them 
to obey the modified regulations." 


President Higgmbotham said the lo 


cal board would not recognize the right 
of the national committee to make rules 
on new subjects. 


"They have no authority to do other 


than modity the rules we sent to 
them," he said "It is not possible at 
this time to make regulations for the 
conduct of the exposition. When the 
time comes we may approve the regu- 
lations adopted by the national board. 
It they suit us, we will approve them; 
if not we will reject them." 


Tha greater part of yesterday's ses- 


sion of national commissioners was de- 
voted to rules for the governing of the 
exposition 
The rules as adopted pro- 


vide that the exposition shall be open 
from May 1 to October 30, 1893, every 
day except Sunday between the hours 
of 9 a. m and 7 p. m except on special 
occasions. The most important rule

An important mass-meeting of citizens 


at mean* and good business judgment 
waa held at the court house last mgbt in 
mpODM to « oaU lamed by Mayor Cham- 
ber* Over one-hundred gentleman were 
present Itinea gathering to devise 
waya and maana ot aeonring a new enter- 
prise for Deoatur. 


The meeting waa called to order by 
John A. Brown and Ex-Mayor D. 8. 
ShaUabarger waa ejected chairman; John 
Young waa ohoaen aeoratary. The chair- 
man called anon Mr. Brown to state the 
object of the meeting;. 
, 


Mr. Btown atated that we lire in a 


city whose lite ia ito factories and in- 
dtufrial enterprises. Heeaid that with 
the substantial growth in the way ot new 
naidenoM and in city improTementa, 
Deoatnr haa not kept paee with its spread 
in the way ol industrial enterpriaee, not 
aa fully aa other cities of leaser dignity 
and importance. He felt that this fact 
ia apparent to all residents. Be then 
referred to what Lafayette, Ind, had 
done to build np that town, by the citi- 
zene subscribing 8180,000 to get the Big 
Four railway abopa. 
Lafayette had 


taken a back track, bat the 8180,000 re- 
vived the broken apirtt of the place and 
with the shops oamenew life and inoreaee 
in valnee. 
Deoatnr haa never been 


aa bad off aa Ijafsyatta, bat unless aome- 
thmg n done, our city will fall into the 
same position. 
We mtut have mote 


factorial. Two-hundred new booses are 
now in course ot erection in Deeatar, 
which means that there are more people 
Doming tool. Four hundred other new 
booses are finished. The people must 
have employment. It ia the duty ot those 
interested in the oontinned growth of 
Deoatnr to supply more work ebopa. We 
ace now offered tbe Commercial rolling 
plant, located at Burlington, Iowa, worth 
9160,000, a mill which makes iron which 
la in constant demand. This property is 
owned by Richard Brown, of Burlington, 
Iowa, who ia 80 years of age, and desires 
to retire from business. 
It u offered to 
us for 166,000, of which 810.000 (stock 
will be taken by John W. Hobday, who 
waa present at the meeting. 
Tbe mill 
will employ 400 men.will give as more new 
bouses, more miners in the mines, nod B 
market for all the scrap iron that can be 
brought into Deeatar on tbe different 
railways. 
It will require 990,000 to 


9100,000 capital to get the mill here and 
start it. we should secure it. Lincoln, 
Nab., baa offered 840,000 cash as a bonne 
for the mill. Mr. Borwn said be waa au- 
thorized to state that the mill in opera- 
tion in Deeatar will pa; the stockholders 
a dividend ot 15 per cent.

Mr. tSnallabarger added that Decatnr 
certainly ought to be doingjjsomethirjg m 
the way of securing more industries. 
at. Walston said we cannot have too 


many factories, nor too many good things, 
to bnild up and extend the buaimai 
importance ot our city. The institutions 
now in operation we bniltup ourselves. 
Through money and enterprise we have 
addad a cool mine, an excellent system 
of electric street railway, good paving 
brick made right here in Deoatur, and 
fortunate accidents have occurred in reg- 
ular order to add to tbe development of 
onr city, and then came the shoe factory 
and the collar-pad factory. 1C the roll- 
ing mill is one-halt the importance it ie 
represented to be, I would say it is well 
WDtth our moat strenuous efforts to 
secure it, even wen it not to pay even 
tha fraction of a dividend. It would 
help every branch of trade and profession. 
But why is it that Bnrlington will pei- 
ndt the mill to leave that city. What u 
tha profit per ton? 
'• Answering Dr. Walston, Mr. Holiday 
•aid the profit per ton is 81.99. t As to 
the mill leaving Burlington, be said that 
not a doze., people in the city knew any- 
thing of the proposed d»al. Mr. Holiday 
said be waa a director in the company 
and waa on a salary.
